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LEND-LEASK AND GRATITUDE 

Recent events mxisi have proved extremely 
disillusioning to those Americans who have 
JmQglned that nations which have benefited 
from the Kcneroslty of Uncle Sam would be bo 
et^rnnlly Rrateful thnt they never would 
think or Baying harsh things about the old 
gentleman. 

But, as realistic people expected, gratitude 
has been proved once more to be a fleeting 
emotion. It now appears that many nations 
maintained the appearance of gratitude only 
for £0 long a time as the United States kept 
the gravy train coming. When that stopped, 
the expre.isloiis of ('ratltude not only ceased, 
but gave way to violent criticisms. 

Tlie gravy train, In this. Instance, was, of 
course, the lend-lease assistance which Presi- 
dent Truman terminated at the end of the 
war— Just as It was Intended to be termi- 
nated from the beginning. And It may or may 
not have been Blgnlflcant that the first and 
moat violent crltlcL^ms came from Great Bri- 
tain, which received nearly three times as 
much lend-lease aid as ail other nations com- 
bined. And seemingly there was none In Bri- 
tain to speak up for Uncle Earp. Rival poUtl- 
■ cal leaders who rarely agree on anything 
were as one In assailing the termination of 
lepd-lease. 

However, the reactions that have occurred 
shouldn't surprise anyone. The same thing 
happened after the other war. It was inevit- 
able that It should happen after the one now 
ended. It happened — It had to happen — be- 
cause It was the natural reaction of human 
nature. 

When the Idea of lend-lease first woii 
■ conceived and put Into operation, tho bene- 
ficiaries of It unquestionably were grateful— 
Irantlcally grateful. Their position was one 
of desperation and despair. Lend-lease was 
new hope. Without it their situation was 

: hopeless. With It, despairing peoples got their 
first faint glimmering of tho victory eventu- 
ally achieved. , , 

No one can doubt the sincerity of the grati- 
tude at the outset. But as the torrential How 
of lend-lease aid continued In full flood, tho 
reciplenta became accustomed to It. And' hu- 

, man nature being what It Is, these nations 
may have reached the psychological point of 
feeling that lend-lease was something to 
which they were entitled. Some obviously 
reached tho point where they felt, when It 
was discontinued, that something which be- 
longed to them was being snatched away. He- 
Bentment was natural, though without Justi- 
fication. 

However, everyone should recognize that 
lend-lease had to be ended at some time. It 
..was Inevitable -that, when the time came, 
-recipients of help wouldn't like it. They aren't 
anymore losentful now than they would have 
been if the President had waited one. or five 
or 10 years to call tlie halt 

8o perhaps It la Just as well that "Mr. Tru- 
man acted when he did— and It saves U. S. 
tajcpayeri many millions.

STATEHOOD POSSIBILITIES 
Recent suggestions that Alaska and Hawaii 
be elevated to statehood should tend to ro- 
■rtve Interest In a subject which has been pro- 
posed and discussed at various times In tho 
post. 

Perhaps It it premature to predict that 
their admission to the union of states has 
been broueht nearer because ot the pro- 
posali. But no particular foresight Is Involved 
In the prediction that, sooner or later, both 
ol these great territories eventually will be- 
come states. 

Both possess majiy of the qualities of state- 
hood now. Hawaii Is larger In area and popu- 
lation (land area 6,441 square miles; 1040 
population, 420,634) than a number of states. 
Alaslca's area of 588.400 square miles Is more 
than double that of any state, but Its popu- 
laUon of 72,524 la extremely sparse. However, 
there li no questioning the fact thnt Alaska 
could support a much larger population — 
probably a population or several million. Nor 
does anyone question tho certainty or a much 
larger population for Hawaii. 

True, there may be considerations — one of 
them being national defense — which make it 
advisable to defer atatehood for an IndefliUte 
period for one or both of the territories. But, 
If advisable, that period will coma to an end 
Bome day and, as surely as tomorrovr'a dawn, 
Alaska and Hawaii will be added to Uncls 
Bam'B family ot states.
